REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 

Report  of  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  on  ballot 
arguments  for  proposals  ordered  submitted  subsequent  to 
the  Police  and  Fire  strikes. 

Supervisor  Mohnari,  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  and  Person- 
nel Committee,  remarked  that  the  ballot  arguments  appearing 
on  today's  Board  Calendar  without  recommendation  were  heard 
by  the  Committee  on  Friday,  September  5,  1975.  The  Supervisor 
stated  that  the  Committee  believes  these  arguments,  together  with 
several  others,  should  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar  for  inclusion 
in  the  voter's  pamphlet  in  order  to  afford  the  voters  of  the  City 
and  County  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a  fair  and  complete  view  of 
all  measures  which  were  placed  on  the  ballot  in  the  ensuing  weeks 
since  the  police  and  fire  strikes. 

The  Supervisor  further  commented  that  although  the  Board 
refused  to  submit  by  an  11  to  0  vote  at  last  Monday's  Board  meet- 
ing an  argument  by  the  street  artists  opposing  Pjoposition  "L", 
the  Committee  believes  the  revised  argument  submitted  by  the 
attorney  for  the  street  artists  should  likewise  be  submitted  by  the 
Board  to  he  Registrar  so  that  there  would  be  a  fair  picture  on 
that  subject  matter  presented  to  the  voters  as  well. 

Mr.  Lawrence  Leguennec,  Registrar  of  Voters,  in  explaining 
why  the  ballot  argument  favoring  Proposition  "N"  which  had  been 
submitted  by  the  Board  was  returned  by  him,  stated  that  while 
the  Board  had  waived  the  time  limits  for  submission  of  ballot 
measures,  it  had  not  waived  the  time  limits  prescribed  for  sub- 
mission of  ballot  arguments  therefor.  Mr.  Leguennec  further  com- 
mented that  should  the  Board  waive  such  time  deadlines  by  reso- 
lution, the  last  date  he  could  submit  such  arguments  to  the  printer 
would  be  September  15,  1975. 

In  answer  to  Supervisor  Molinari's  request  for  preparation  of 
such  a  resolution.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Robert  A.  Kenealey 
advised  that  there  is  no  provision  for  waiver  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  said  time  limits  in  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  Board 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  9.112.  Mr.  Kenealey 
further  advised  that  the  Board  would  have  to  make  a  determina- 
tion, presuming  an  emergency  exists,  whether  it  wished  to  amend 
the  existing  provisions  of  the  Ballot  Simplification  Ordinance  to 
allow  for  the  submission  of  argimients  by  the  Board  at  this  time. 

There  being  no  objection,  at  the  request  of  Supervisor  Molinari, 
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the  City  Attorney  v/as  thereupon  directed  to  draft  an  amendment 
to  the  Ballot  Simplification  Ordinance  that  would  waive  the  time 
limits  for  submission  of  ballot  arguments  by  the  Board,  which 
could  be  passed  as  an  emergency  measure  and  transmitted  to  the 
Mayor  immediately  upon  its  passage  before  the  end  of  the  day's 
proceedings. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Francois  as  to  whether 
the  Mayor  in  the  absence  of  such  an  ordinance  would  be  able  to 
submit  arguments  on  behalf  of  the  two  measures  which  he  directed 
to  be  placed  on  the  ballot.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Kenealey  ad- 
vised that  the  Mayor  could  do  so  on  payment  of  the  requisite 
deposit  covering  printing  costs  to  the  Registrar  of  Voters  not  later 
than  5  p.m.,  September  10,  1975.

Any  further  distance 
would  seriously  jeopardize  protection  of  life  and  property 
if  our  members  are  required  to  be  recalled  because  of  a 
major  conflagration  or  other  disaster.

"In  accordance  with  your  written  request  of  July  15th,  I 
have  begun  procedures  to  determine  the  health  and  welfare 
payments  made  to  plumbers  and  related  classes  that  may 
be  lost  to  the  City  should  they  not  be  recovered. 

"I  subpoened  Mr.  Joseph  De  Luca,  Administrator,  Trustee 
of  U.  A.  Local  38  Trust  Funds  and,  in  response,  he  attended 
a  hearing  in  my  office  on  August  20,  1975. 

"Mr.  De  Luca*s  attorney,  Mr.  Luther  Avery,  and  Mr.  Stan- 
ley Neyhart,  of  Neyhart,  Anderson  and  Freitas,  were  present 
at  the  hearing  as  were  two  members  of  my  staff,  Mr.  Horace 
Weller  and  Mr.  Thomas  Nemey,  the  reporter  and  myself. 

"In  general,  I  questioned  Mr.  De  Luca.  After  approxi- 
mately one  and  one-half  hours,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to 
an  indefinite  future  date. 

"At  the  meeting,  it  was  arranged  for  Mr.  Nemey  and  Mr. 
Weller  to  meet  with  Mr.  Avery  at  the  Trust  Fund  office;  Mr. 
De  Luca  was  to  be  on  vacation. 

"On  August  26th,  the  meeting  at  the  Trust  Funds  office 
(1621  Market  Street)  was  held.  The  result  of  that  meeting 
was  a  determination,  with  information  already  in  our  posses- 
sion, of  the  sums  made  available  from  the  health  and  welfare 
fund  to  Konocti  Inn  for  some  5  years  of  the  12  between  July 
1,  1963  and  June  30,  1975. 

"Examination  of  the  Trust  Funds  records  revealed  inter- 
fimd  transfers,  inter-fund  loans,  overlapping  fiscal  years,  and 
other  complications  rendering  a  full  determination  possible 
only  through  a  major  audit,  which  means  an  expensive  audit. 

"We  are  exploring  the  possibility  of  using  data  we  have 
and  interpolating. 

"Since  the  August  26th  meeting,  Neyhart,  Anderson  and 
Freitas  has  filed  and  served  upon  us  Brodie  v.  San  Francisco, 
an  action  seeking  in  10  coimts,  10  pay  raises  for  the  plumbers 
and  related  classes,  and  in  the  11th  count,  a  determination 
that  our  withholding  ordinance  (Administrative  Code  Section 
10.27  et  seq.)  is  invalid  as  not  affording  due  process. 

"A  taxpayer's  suit  has  also  been  filed  and  served,  seeking 
the  collection  of  health  and  welfare  fund  money,  the  equiva- 
lent of  which  has  been  paid  to  the  Konocti  project. 

"On  September  8,  1975,  Mr.  Avery  informed  us  that  the 
Trust  Funds  books  would  no  longer  be  available  and  that  it 
is  probable  he  would  seek  a  protective  court  order. 
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"On  September  16th,  we  met  with  Deputy  City  Attorney, 
Mr.  Michael  Killelea. 

"We  will  begin  the  withholding  of  moneys  for  repayment 
for  the  years  in  which  the  Konocti  payments  were  made  to 
our  knowledge. 

"Further  action  under  our  subpoena  will  await  future  de- 
velopments."

Dear  Madam  President: 

There  is  probably  no  urban  renewal  project  in  this  country 
as  complex  and  as  controversial  as  Yerba  Buena  Center.  It  is 
one  of  the  nation's  largest  municipal  projects,  in  terms  of 
acreage  and  cost,  and  it  has  generated  more  litigation  than 
any  one  project  in  the  history  of  this  City.  Regrettably,  little 
progress  has  been  made  on  Yerba  Buena  since  its  inception 
in  1961,  with  the  exception  of  demolition  and  relocation 
activities.  It  seems  like  an  eternity  since  I  voted  against  YBC 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1965. 

At  the  present  time,  the  future  of  the  project  is  very  much  in 
doubt.  Litigation  and  rising  interest  and  construction  costs 
have  combined  to  delay  any  meaningful  development  of 
Yerba  Buena  Center.  In  view  of  this  impasse,  I  think  it  is 
appropriate  for  us  to  take  a  new  look  at  the  entire  YBC  plan, 
with  the  exception  of  those  few  sites  on  which  construction  is 
underway,  or  irrevocable  commitments  have  been  made. 
While  various  aspects  of  YBC  have  been  revived  over  the 
years  by  either  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency,  San  Francisco  has  not  taken  an  overall, 
systematic  look  at  the  project  in  nearly  ten  years. 

Because  a  new  Mayor  will  take  office  in  January,  and  because 
that  Mayor  will  have  been  selected  by  a  majority  of  San 
Franciscans,  I  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  take  no 
further  action  on  YBC  until  the  new  Mayor  is  in  office.  This 
moratorium  on  YBC  development  should  include  building, 
the  expenditure  of  planning  funds,  demolition,  and  the 
conveyance  of  land  to  developers.  If  I  am  the  next  Mayor 
of  San  Francisco,  I  will  be  strongly  committed  to  a  total 
reevaluation  of  Yerba  Buena.  But  I  think  it  would  be 
regrettable  for  any  actions  to  be  taken  which  would  almost 
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certainly  tie  the  hands  of  the  incoming  mayoral 
administration. 

The  short  delay  I  am  requesting  will,  quite  possibly,  result  in 
more  rapid  South  of  Market  development,  and  a  better 
planned  project  as  well.  The  lawsuits  now  pending  against 
the  project  will  become  moot  once  we  commit  ourselves  to  a 
ground-up  reevaluation  of  planning  for  the  South  of  Market 
area. 

In  particular,  I  would  like  to  see  San  Francisco  initiate  a 
planning  process  that  directly  involves  the  people  of  this  City. 
By  tapping  the  people's  ideas  for  YBC  development  through 
neighborhood  and  community  hearings,  and  then  gradually 
working  our  way  up  the  planning  hierarchy  through  hearings 
and  input  provided  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Plan- 
ning Commission,  and  related  bodies,  we  will  finally  arrive 
at  a  YBC  plan  which  enjoys  the  support  of  most 
San  Franciscans. 

Most  importantly,  though,  we  need  the  fresh  start  and  new 
energies  which  the  next  mayoral  administration  can  bring 
to  the  City's  planning  process.  That  is  why  I  urge  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  voluntarily  adopt  a  two  month  moratorium 
on  Yerba  Buena  planning  decisions.  With  your  cooperation, 
I  am  confident  that  we  can  work  together  after  January  8, 
on  the  successful  completion  of  Yerba  Buena  Center.
